An American lieutenant,

"When I came down I hit a ring 


of Bulgarian soldiers shooting 
at 


our parachutes. I broke one of my 
legs in landing. The soldiers rushed 
at me and one-guy grabbed me by 
the hair and hit me. They socked 
me four times. Then they stripped 
me clean and took me to a camp 
and threw me over a barbed wire 
fence. It was eight days before they 
put a cast on my leg. We had no 
food for three days. 


' My co-pilot was captured at anr 


other place and marched 
through 


the streets of Sofia between 
two 


guards. A German civilian fired a 
pistol at him. One of the Bulgarian 
guards shoved the co-pilot to the 
ground and shot and killed the Ger- 
man." 


A sergeant from Brooklyn- told 


how he and two lieutenants of the 
same crew bailed out over Mace- 
donia. All three were shot by Bui- 
gars after they hit the ground. One 
of the lieutenants was killed and 
the two other men wounded.

Two Nazi fight- 
fers were shot down. 


Yesterday thousands of Allied air- 


craft-hunted but the German air 
force and bombed flak posts, enemy 
barracks, gun positions and air- 
ports in a fiery scourging that pre- 
ceded the landing by the great Al- 
lied airborne army.
